When the council began a nine- 


month recess1 Dec. 8, the Pope 
told, its 12 drafting commissions 
to .use the recess to condense and 
consolidated proposals. 


He said a special commission 


would coordinate the work of the 
12 commissions. Today he named 
six cardinals and six prelates to 
this important coordinating body.

tablishment of diagnostic centers 
in Arkansas, a goal recommended 
almost five years ago by TB con- 
trol experts. 


Rejection of current TB statis- 


tics or the state is necessary.

Russia, in addition to medium 


and intermediate range missiles 
which she meekly withdrew under 
American pressure, gave Fidel 
Castro other weapons. 


The 
Russian troops sticking 


around, perhaps to handle those 
other weapons' in the very unlike- 
ly case of an American invasion, 
may be serving another purpose 
which benefits the United States. 


They may be also keeping the 


Soviet weapons out of the hands 
of Castro's unprcdictables, partic- 
ularly if they're the kind which 
could he usedi against the Q. ^ 
naval base at Guanlanamo. 


An attack on that base would 


really put the fat in the fire for 
then the United States would prob- 
ably feel compelled to invade.. 


And if that happened Premier 


Khrushchev would! probably feel 
compelled to go to Cuba's assist- 
ance—unless he washed his hands 
of Castro altogether—and then all 
the faL there1 is would be in the 
fire. 


It' was Khruschev* withdrawal] 


of his missiles that set the Red 
Chinese loose in their worst burst 
of vituperation against the Rus- 
sians. Khrushchev has replied in 
kind. 


At this moment no one seems 


to know,, and this1 includes! ithe 
Russians and Chinese, whether 
the Red allies will split and thus 
split the Communist world or 
somehow continue to d'o business 
while loathing each other in pub- 
lic. 


For sheer hypocrisy and deceit,

II 


matched the Soviet attempt to put 
missiles in Cuba, aimed at the 
United. States, while insisting they 
were strictly defensive.

down,

United States and' Russia became, 
i£ not! downright cordial1,, at least 
amazingly non-hostile.
